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P R E FAC E. 

I T is but a tardy act of reparation to a scholar who was neglected 
during lire, and has been imperfectly appreciated in the century and 
a hall which has elapsed since his death, for an Oxford Historical Society 
to select as one of its earliest issues a portion of the writings of THOXas 
HaRr. We should have to go very far back, and to corne down to 
our own day, in order to find many names worthy to be placed beside 
his on the roll of Oxford alumni who have donc distinguished service to 
the cause of historical research. To supersede those numerous editions 
of the sources of English history which I IaR gave to the world in a 
too brief lifetime of fifty-seven years, the resources of the Treasury, with 
a large staff of learned specialists at its disposal, have been employed for 
a generation past. HEARNE'S Rcmarks and Collections, of which the first 
instalment is now before us, contain fragments of the materials of which he 
afterwards made such excellent use, beside memoranda on any subject 
that attracted his attention at the moment. It may be readily conceded 
that the words of Bentley--surely as magnificent a eulogy as was ever 
pronounced on one scholar by another--are hot in their full sense 
applicable to our antiquary :--The vo2v dus/of his writ)gs is gold. But 
we certainly claire that with the dust very much gold is mingled. That 
delightful book Reliquiae t«arm'anae, originally printed in a small 
edition by Dr. Philip Bliss (Oxford, 2 vols. 8vo., I857), and afterwards 
published with additional matter in 3 vols. (London, I869), hardly 
professes to contain more than a series of illustrative selections. It may 
safely be said that until these Diaries of I-IEARIgE'S (to give them a title 
which he himself rejected), together with his extensive Correspondence, 
are rendered accessible fo students in a more eomplete form than hitherto, 
the history of the Nonjurors, and that of the Universities in the earlier 
portion of the eighteenth centur),, cannot be finally written. And if it be 
objected that the history of the Nonjurors is of purely antiquarian 
interest, we need only point to the numerous questions concerning the 
relations between the ecclesiastical and civil power which agitate men's 
minds at the present da),, and which Sancroft and Kettlewell, Dodwell 
and Hickes, Collier and Ken, had thought out and illustrated with various 
learning, nearly two centuries ago. As a proof of the importance, in the 
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annals of English and indeed of European scholarship, of the body to 
which HExIE belonged, it is only necessary to recall the words of one 
whose singular competence to judge will be universally admitted. Pro- 
fessor John E. 13. !Iayor writes, in the Preface to the Z of Amrose 
3o**zvicke :--erhaps . . lhe If'me bas conte zvhcn m,e may «nlure, wflhotd 
'nce or loss of illclleclual casle, lo challenge lhe z, ulgar verdicl :on lhe 
2Vojurors ; and ma), al leasl call mt lheh" censors lo naine a English sccl 
as em)enl, i lroporlion lo ils numbcrs, ah'ke for soh'd learning, and for 
public as wcll asprivale virlucs. There is yet another subject on which 
these Collections must be most carefully consulted, and that is one the 
importance and interest of which such a Society as ours is scarcely likely 
to underrate---I mean the personnd of the Oxford of HEAIr's day. The 
A/henae O.vomë»ses ends shortly before 17oo; this work takes up the 
thread a few years later, and, at all events until I)r. Rawlinson's Con- 
tinuation of Wood's great work appears in print, must remain our chief 
authority on Oxford men and manners in the first half of the century. 
There is indeed no Laud or Fell dominating the Oxford with which we 
are dealing ; but even this first volume brin us into contact with many 
men whose names are part of the annals of scholarship,--such as lXIill, 
Fiody, and Porter; Halley, Gregory, and Hudson; Wanley, Gibson, 
and Tanner. There is much original work; the spirit of research, the 
newborn spirit of criticism, is abroad. 
This is not the place to ve a full biography of H.xl.; that must 
be done when the ' Collections" are completely published, and when the 
editor who has succeeded to me and my imperfect work has only to 
gather up the scattered references in the I)imT, and to piece them together 
with what we know from Fi.Xll's Autobiography and from other sources 
of the details of this laborious and well-spent life. It must suffice here 
to recapitulate very briefly a few of the leading facts. The I)iarist was the 
son of George Fiearne, parish-clerk of White Waltham, Berks, and was 
born in July 1678, so that when the I)iary opens he was just completing 
his twenty-seventh year. On account of his boyish promise, he was sent to 
Bray School at the suggestion of lXIr. Francis Cherry, of Shottesbrooke, 
who in 1695 took him into his own house, and, in concert with Henry 
I)odwell, superintended his education. Fie was entered in I)ecember 
1695 a 'Batteler' of Edmund Fiall, of which I)r. lXlill was then Principal, 
and Dr. White Kennett, Reetor of Shottesbrooke, Vice-Principal. While 
still an undergraduate, he assisted lIill, Grabe, and other scholars 
with collations of ISS., transcripts, &c. ; several instances are men- 
tioned in the present volume. After taking his 13.A. degree in 1699 he 
was urged to undertake mission work in lXlaryland, together with the 
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general supervision of the libraries of that province ; but his inclination 
to the study of Antiquities was already too strong, and he aeeepted the 
office of Assistant Keeper under Dr. Hudson, then Bodley's Librarian. 
In 7o3 he took the degree of ]Iaster of Arts, and refused the offer of 
a chaplaincy at Corpus Christi and at Ail Souls Colleges. HEARNE'S 
appointment at the Bodleian was therefore his only official post when 
he marie the first entry in the Dial-y on July 4, 7o5- It should be 
added that, beside Indexes to L'Etrange's Transl«lion ofjrosejbhus 
(17o2), to lilles' edition of Cyril (7o3) , to Dr. Edwards' Preservatiz,e 
againsl Socinianism and to Clarendon's IIistoy of the lcellion ( 7o4), 
he had published the following works :--

HE^RrE was at this time aeeumulating materials for his edition of Livy, 
which was published at Oxford in 1708. With regard to the state of 
publie affairs when the Diary opens, the reader need only be reminded 
that the great vietory of Blenheim in the previous year had eonsolidated 
the Whig party; that a General Eleetion took place in the spring of 
'7o5, and that, when the new Parliament met, the Whigs found them- 
selves in possession of a working majority. 
I must, in conclusion, indieate in a few words what the reader will find 
in these pages. They eontain the substance of thirteen only out of the 
145 ]IS. volumes in whieh the Colleclions are eomprised. I have sought 
to inelude all the matter of the original which seemed to me in any way 
interesting, and to summarise what was hot worth printing in full ; but 
I ara conseious of a few omissions which may furnish a portion of the 
material for a supplementary volume. It is only fait to say that this first 
volume must be the least interesting of the series. As we proeeed, the 
entries beeome more elaborate and less of the nature of hasty jottings, 
while HE^R,xz is continually advancing in literary repute and enlarging 
the circle of his literary aequaintanee. I have adopted a uniform mode 
of printing the date of eaeh entry ; but with this exception I bave ruade 
it a rule to enclose in square brackets every word that is hOt in the 
original. To save space, thick dashes (--) have been employed to 
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denote a change of topic or of paragraph. It will of course be under- 
stood that the notes which are hOt bracketed are the author's own. As 
regards the Correspondence, an abstract of which is printed at the 
foot of the page, it has not been thought necessary to give the precise 
reference in each case, as the Letters--with the exception of those of 
Dr. Thomas Snfith to HEARNE (Bodl. MS. Smith iZT)--are all bound 
up in one Series (Bodl. MSS. Rawl. Letters), and any particular letter 
tan be readily found by consulting the excellent Slip Index, arranged 
in chronological order, which has been provided by the Society for the 
purposes of this edition. 
Finally, I must ask the kind indulgence of my critics, on account of the 
many difficulties--some personal, some inherent in the nature of the work 
--with which I have had to contend in its execution. They cannot be 
more dissatisfied with the result than myself--and this remark applies es- 
pecially to the Notes, where I have found it necessary to confine myself 
almost entirely to identifying the persons mentioned, and to indicating 
the most obvious sources of information. I have not been able, for 
various reasons, to make by any means an adequate use of the manu- 
script treasures of the Bodleian, and have been obliged too often to 
content myself with the books bearing on the subject to be round in 
my own modest library. But one duty yet remains, and that a wholly 
pleasant one, viz. to return my warmest acknowledgments to my friends 
Mr. T. W. Jackson, M.A., Fellow and Tutor of Worcester College, and 
Mr. F. Madan, M.A., Sub-librarian of the ]3odleian, and late Fellow and 
Lecturer of ]3rasenose College, who have given me constant help and 
sympathy, and have supplied me with much valuable information on 
special points. I wish that I had been able to draw even more freely 
on the stores of knowledge which they are ever so ready to place at the 
disposa] of other workers. Nor must I forget to express my thanks to 
Mr. George Parker, of the Bodleian, for his accurate transcription, and 
for his assistance in the compilation of the temporary Index to this 
volume.

hot to strike however wrongcd or provoked, as pretending to greatcr lXleek- 
ness and Patience; not to join in out publick Iforahip, .as not spiritual 
enough, but in seperate Mectings of their own, with other yO like Affections. 2o 
But when he was botter acquainted with them, he found that they did 
(under divers uncouth and affectcd Expressions) entertain many gross and 
erroneous Tenets, inconsistent w th the Fundamentals of Christian Religion, 
and destructive thereof. 
He did thereupon endeavour, for some years, (by Arguments, Persuasions, 
and Books w,-itten for that purpose,) to reduce them from those erroneous 
Principles, (which by the Craft and Subtiltie of some of their Leaders, with the 
Ignorance and Simplicity of their Folk»wers, they had entertained,) and did 
prevail with divers of them, so far as to divide from the test of the Q.akers, 
to disclaim their gross Opinions, and meet separately from them ; and were 3o 
called {by way of distinction) the Reformer Quakers. And, after some rime, 
he, with most of these, did return to the Conlnmnion of the Church of England. 
These small Tracts, pubfished on several occasions, I thought hot amiss 
(that they be hot lost) to gather together, and bind-up in these two Volumes, 
and put them into the Bodlejan Library ; that, in future thnes, such as shall be 
inquisitive into such Matters, may thence understand, what kind of PeopM 
they are who are now called Q.uakers.

Dodwell was at Bath, there was a great number 
of Roman Coyns dug up, of the lesser sort, very much defaced. Upon 
w eh Account he believ'd them to be of little use. I ana of the saine mind, 
but upon another reason, viz. because we have no Roman Coyns dug up 
in England of good note, but those relating to the Thirty Tyrants, 
it seems are found no where else) ; & of these we know as much already 
as tan be discovered by Coyns. -- The most considerable Piece of Anti- 
30 quity that I bave heard of, w eh bath been of late found in these Parts, is 
a Gold Roman Torques, plow'd up by a Husbandman either in or near 
Wales, wet he sold for a little money, being greatly impos'd upon by the 
person who procur'd it. S r. Andrew Fountain, who told me the Story, 
mention'd his naine to me, in whose Possession it is now; but I bave 
quite forgot it. -- Just publish'd a 2a lïdition of D r. Plot's 1Valural Hislor_y 
o]  Oafordshire, by Ir. J. Burman, Iaster of Arts of University Coll., 
Son in Laxv to the D r. 'Tis four shillings dearer to the subscribers than 
ye former Edition, tho' the Additions make but two Sheets more. 'Twas 
expected severai Particulars, wherein the D,. was found to be mistaken, 
40 should have been left out ; but there is hardly any thing omitted that 
appears in the former Edition ; & those Improvements wela are ruade are 
very inconsiderable. I believe it might bave received great Additions 
from l{Ir. Antony à Wood's Papers in llusaeo Ashmoleano, particularly 
from his collections concerning many Towns in Oxfordshire, contain'd 
in a folio volume. He has also a volume in folio concerning the Anti- 
quities of the Town and City of Oxon, wei I have look'd into, & judge 
it to be very usefull for such a work. -- D r.

ample Testimonies of several Inquisitors owning it, tho' I perceive what is 
written on the back side of the Title-Page ; and at the Bottom of the Page, 
about 24 Leaves ïrom the End, and am therefore afraid that some ill Person 
has torn them from the End, where they might have been written upon the 
spare Leaves. 
N.B.--The very Letter shews that the Book was printed in Spain. Con- 
sider the marks of the Paper.

I do very well remember that Dr. Barlow (since Bp. of Lincoln) when he 
was Library-Keeper at Oxford, did tell me the story above-mcntioncd; and 
that I did advise the Remowd of the Book (which I do bclieve to be this in- 
dividual Book).

Lepell answer'd, that a Person of the First Qality 
told Him 'twas for something I had published w eh was not approved of at 
Court, & for having concern'd lnyself too lnuch in some other 1XIatters. The 
first must be my Books against the Dissenters; the Latter lny Acting in the 
Election for my own County, which I thought I had as much Right to do as 
any Freeholder; God be prais'd these Crimes were link'd together. After 
this the Friends of the new Candidates the Dissenters and their Adherents 
charg'd me with Preaching Treason, and reported I was distracted (vhere 
then was their 1XIercy?) but at last were content to throw me into Prison 
according to their Promise for no great debt to a Relation, & Zcalous Friend 50 
of one of the New 1XIembers. They knev 'twas sufficient to do my Business, 
1 having been thrown behind by a series of tMisfortunes. 1XIy Parsonage Barn 
was blown down 'ere I had recovered the Takeing my Living: 1XIy House 
great part of it burnt down about  years since, iXIy Flax, great part of my

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lncome now in my own Hands, I doubt willfully fir'd & burnt in ye Night, 
whilst I was last in London. 1My Income sunk about one half by the low 
price of Grain, & my Credit lost by the taking away my Regirnent. I was 
brought to Lincoln Castle June the 23 a last past. About 3 weeks since rny 
very unkind People thinking they had not yet done enough, bave in ye Night 
stabb'd my 3 Cows w ch were a great part of my poor Numerous Family's Sub- 
sistence. For w c God forgive them.

Obadiah ll'alker the Master, 
seeming to have a kindness for him (well knowing him to be an in- 
genious Young Man, and a very good Scholar) without his Privity 
2o procur'd a Mandate from King_]a»es; w eh Mandate, when M r. Hudson 
was acquainted with it by M r. Walker, absolutely refus'd, saying, He had 
rather lire by his Wits than corne into a College without the Consent 
of the Fellows : weh being known to the Fellows, those who were most 
for another Person came ail over to his Interest; so that he was 
unanimously Elected Fellow. The Reason of M r. Walker's getting 
ye Mandate was, that he thought M r. Hudson was not of a right County 
as the Stature requires : but upon Examination it appear'd that he was 
in yt respect statutably qualified. This mandate is an Instance of y' 
Kings Assuming a Power of dispencing with Statutes of Colleges. The 
ao Copy of the Mandate is as follows, 
To out Trusty and \Vell-beloved the Master and Fellows of University 
College in out University of Oxofi.

Trusty and well-beloved We greet you well. Having receiv'd a good Cha- 
racter of John Hudson, Master of Arts of Oeen's College, in that out Uni- 
versity, and being int'orm'd that he is well-qualified by his Learning and Good 
Manners, to be chosen Fel|ow of your College, \Ve have thought fit hereby, 
in a particular manner, to recommend him y said J. H. to you to be chosen 
accordingly a Fellow of your College, in the Place now vacant, notwithstand- 
4o ing his hOt being of the County required by the Statute, or any other Dis- 
ability, with all which we are pleas'd and do hereby dispense in his Behalf: 
And so, not doubting of .vour ready Complyance herein, VCe bid you farewell. 
Given at out Court at VChitehall the 2st Day of Match 68., in the second 
year of our Reign. By his Majesty's command, 
SUNDERLAND P. 
The said Mv. ffJlldsotl having a Right to some money, due to him as 
Master upon the Foundation of Queen's College, when he was Fellow 
of University College requested the saine of ye Provost, and Burser of 
Queen's. One Morning at a Meeting of yeProvost and Fellows, it 
o was put to ye vote, and by the Interest of the Provost and his Party 
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carry'd against him: well being told the said M r. t]udson at the Coffee 
House by his singular good Friend Mr. Joseph Fisher, a solid Divine, 
and well skilrd in Orientais, he said in jest that he would Appeal to yo 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners. This being overheard was carry'd to ye 
Provost, who (to shew he was a man of no great Courage) call'd 
another Meeting of ye Fellows, and procur'd a Vote to pass for his 
having the Money. The said M r. Hudson, tho' he xvas so much in- 
jur'd, still retain'd a mighty Affection for his Country College, and bas 
been often heard to say, That he could forgive the Provost a thousand 
Injuries for his great Care and Generosity in Building and Furnishing o 
that noble Library: And bas often since gratefully acknowledg'd his 
Kindness for prevailing with some of the Fellows (who had been lead 
aside by the cunning Dealing of Magd. Coll. men) to espouse his 
Interest heartily when he stood to be Library Keeper to the university 
of Oxford. When D r. l-Zudson stood to be Library-Keeper, D r. Aldrich, 
the Worthy Dean of Xt Church, was his particular Friend, and did not 
only engage his whole House to be for him; but came purposely 
down from London himself, with several other Persons whose charges 
he most generously bore. The said D r. Aldrich, as D r. Hudson told 
me, who had it from his own mouth, writ the Dedications to the Queen 2o 
prefix'd to the II a & IlI a Volumes, and the Prefaces to the first, of m l, 
La. Cl«remton's History. -- To shew the Archbp. of Canterbury's (T«nni- 
son) small Concern for the university of Oxon, when the Warden-ships 
of All-Souls & Merton Coll. were to be fill'd by his Nomination, he 
chose the Persons yt were least deserving, D r. ][,trlt' for «]Z,'rlon, who 
was not comparable to D r t?,zt,'m«n (a Man of great Integrity, Excell 
Learning, & other noble Accomplishments), & D r. G«rdincr for All- 
Souls, far inferior to M r. II'«ldron, who was one of ).e Greatest Wits of 
ye Age, and justly esteem'd a second ttudirass ; whereas the other was 
violently suspected to be an Egregious - , & known to be a 3 
Person of very little Learning & less Honesty, standing for all Places yt 
He can make any Interest to procure, as to be Custos Archivorum, 
.eh Office he neither is nor ever will be qualified for. Besides this, 
he bas donc great Preiudice to ye University by being a main Instru- 
ment to bring in D r. Farrar of 2Z«Æd. Coll. (a Fellow all Gutts without 
Brains) to be Natural Philosophy Professor, & lI r. Wallis of ye said 
College to be Arabick Reader, vho hardly knows the Alphabet. -- 
When Birnfingham School was void (b t, the Factious Town's men 
turning out ve Worthy D r. John Hickes, Fellow of Magd. Coll.) the 
Towns-mcn, "thinking themselves not proper Judges of ye Qualifica-40 
tions of a Schoolmaster, refer'd the choice of one to D r. Tdlolson 
Archbv. of Canterbury. This Fanatical Prelate, having Liberty to chose 
out of the two Universitys & all the world besides, could not think of 
any Person to prefer to this Place, but one Perkinson, who was 
Expell'd ye University of Oxford for FanEtical Anti-monarchichal Prin- 
ciples. -- D r. Radcliff's Character of M r. John Naylor Fellow of Uni- 
versity (a Huge great lubberly Fellow) vas, that he was only fit for 
cleaving Wood. -- After M r.

My Lord,--The Esteern and Veneration I have always had for your order, 
& the Belief I have that some People, not only put you upon acting those 
things v eh very much lessen your Character in the vorld, but also represent 
BIatters by a false Light w eh leads to Erour, together with a desire I have to 
free myself from any Imputation, is the occasion of your Lordships being o 
troubled with this. 
Your Lordship has been extreamly misinform'd by those that have told you 
that I had any prejudice either to yO Bishops in general, or to your self in 
particular ; out Form of Church Government I believe to be the best in yo 
.Vorld, & consequently I respect yO Hcads of it, nei/her should 1 have ap- 
pear'd against your Pcrson but in the ncccssary Vindication of my self and 
Friends. 1 ara not conscious of any Provocation I have givcn you, unless it's 
reckoned one to vote and Act in the House of Commons, according to the 
best of my Judgmcnt for the Service of the Chnrch and Nation ; when your 
Lordship first shew'd your Displeasure, and thought fit to asperse me in every .o 
place, making me a Drunkard, Lewd and Guilty of ail sort of Vice, & not 
content with this you rak't up the Ashes of the Dead, accusing my whole 
Ancestry with the saine Faults who are now uncapable of justifying them- 
selves. 
Your Lordship did not stop here but proceeded to treat with the utmost 
severity ail my Friends yt you had any Power or Influence over. Some you 
turn'd out, others you threaten'd, & to ail yOl appear'd very angry, for no 
other Reason than their Voting for me. I think I may now say with Modesty 
That the Resentments you shew'd were very extraordinary for a Churchman, 
& that your Lordship did not do yourself much Honour by Acting after such 3o 
a Manner. For admitt I was culpable as your Lordship represented me, yOtl 
that are so good a Textuary cannot but be sensible I ought to be admonished 
first privately, & then in the presence of two or three \Vitnesses before being 
publickly expos'd ; & even Hereticks are not to be rejected, 'till after the first 
and second Admonition ; & if I was in an Errour as to Principles, your Lord- 
ship should have endeavour'd to convince me bcfore you condelnn me.

do yet feel & particularly my own. My Lord I have represented things to 
you v ta much Truth and Plainness, not to pursue Pique or Revenge. And it 
will be your own Fault, if this appears upon the Stage again. I have dayly 
brought to me greater Cause of Complaint than ever against your Lordship; 
I have several Letters to produce on occasion & ara urg'd by many of my 
Fricnds to right them as far as lyes in my Power. There are some who are 
Sufferers upon my Account already, & others that are like to become so 
themselves and Families, & I find the Strictness of the Canon only ruade use 
of to the Disadvantage of my Friends. I forbear to mention many vexatious 
and unneighbourly Proceedings against your own Tenants. But your Lord- 5o 
ship must give me leave to tell you once more, that this vay of Acting neither 
consists with Christian Charity in respect of yourself, nor with the Liberty of 
a Free Parliament in respect to ye Votes ; it being contrary to ye Constitution, 
that threats or any Compulsive Methods should be ruade use of to gain or 
hinder any Elector from voting for whom he pleases. I have nothing more to 
add but to assure your Làship that it lyes wholly in your Power to put an End 
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to these Disputes by ceasing to persecute my Friends ; But if your Lordship 
does not I must with great Regret endeavour again to right myself & them. 
I ara with ail imaginable Duty (unless your Lordship give me cause to ye con- 
trary) as you were pleased to eonclude in one of your Letters,

In the old Editions of 
Pliny 'tis S#o'rnce apud mare, weh ttarduin from several good lXISSt has 
corrected apud JhIroum, & is confirm'd from Strabo lib. xiv. p. 646. 
where he tells us yt ro,o was a Temple at Smyrna dedicated to 
Cybele the 1Hother of ye Gods. -- For ye saine reason also upon some 
Coyns of y Smyrnoeans we have (IIIYAHNH ; hot that this is a corrupt 
naine of Cybele, but because she was styl'd so from Sipylus a 1Hountain 
of Lydia, as is plain fi'om an Inscription in Spon. (Misc. Antiq. p. 350-) 
where are these words IHTPI OEflN NII1YAHNH : xvhich tho' some may 30 
think to refer to iHagnesia, weh from its being near Sipylus was called 
2lI«gnesia a £ip_j'lo, (to distinguish it from another 1Hagnesia ad Nean- 
drum, or upon the River 1Heander,) yet the Inscription's being found at 
Smyrna, & the other pts of it relating to yt City will not admitt of it. 
Besides too ye Coyns w eh bave (IIIYAHNH upon them bave on the 
Front (I',IYPNAIf2N. And w makes more to this purpose, in the 
Co»enant preserv'd on the 1Harble at Oxofi as well the Smyrnoeans as 
Magnesians swear per 3lq-ép N,rrvAÇvqv, w eh shews that she was call'd 
Sipylene in both places. -- There is a Statue of the Queen going to 
be plac'd in a Nitch of the Tower where the Great Bell hangs at Xt 40

But Dr. xUill being the chier lXIanager of ye 
3o Edition, he would have it donc in the saine manner as ye Edition of 
Tatian ; tho' 'twould have been more acceptable & usefull if T«tian, 
A[hcnagoras and TheoDhilus An/loch. had been printed all together in 8", 
weh if well done would have ruade no bigger a Volume than one of these 
now make. The Editor has spoken well of lIr. ll'orth in the Preface (as

/on lXIS s ,to him. These of the E/on IS are ye very saine Lections 
w eh were marie abt 6 years since, when I purposely went over to yt 
Place to meet I r. lVorlh to assist him in the Collating the lXlSt. How 
correct ye Edition is I can say no more, than yt the Editor took so little 
4 ° care about it, that tho' the Notes of the Persons who had writ professedly 
upon Athenagoras were very faulty, & in divers places nonsense, particu- 
lady the Quotations ruade from Antient Authors, occasion'd by the 
Çarelessness of ye former Printers & the Absence of the Authors them- 
selves, yet he transcrib'd them exactly as he found them, not taking pains 
to compare them with the Original Authors.

Press, being not very well pleas'd with lais pay, or else expecting sorne 
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extraordinary Pay to drink with, weh Erasmus was not willing to give, he 
was resolv'd to be reveng'd, & accordingl}, in the Dedication, w eh was to 
some great Lady, before yt Sheet wherein "twas wrought offinstead of menlt 
tuae casliss)uae he most maliciousl), put meululae casliss)me. Quaere ? 
eb. 7 (Wh.). I heard D r. Miles Stapylton (who was formerly Fellow 
of All-Souls Coll., Tutor to ye Duke of Grafton, Chaplain to ye L a. 
Jersey when Embassador in France, & lXIinister of * * * *, near 
Henly, & Author of the English Translation of the Life of Caius lXIarius, 
printed in ye 3 a Vol. of Plutarch's Lives,) say yesterday that when he 
was at Paris, he ruade a visit to Father Simon (lately deceas'd) whom he o 
found in a small Hut surrounded with Books, without any Fire, tho' a 
very cold day, being us'd to fortifie himself against weather by several 
Caps upon his Head, a thick Robe, and a large leathern Girdle. After 
some usual Complements, they enter'd into Discourse about Learning 
& Learned lXIen, & happening to talk of D r. Mill the Father told him 
he did not think yt his Greek Testament, so much talk'd of, would ever 
be printed. But being assur'd by D r. Stapylton that 'twas all printed off 
but ye Prolegomena, he presently pull'd down 6 large Folios relating 
to the New Testament, being Collections of Lections, criticisms, &c. 
telling him yt there were at least oo Good MSS. he had ruade use of, 2o 
w eh D r. Mill never either saw or had any Account of; & yt if he presum'd 
to publish lais Book, he should rue the Day that ever he undertook it, 
being resolv'd if he liv'd to be upon his Bones when that should 
happen. -- He likewise ruade a visit to Harduin, particularly to desire 
leave to consult a lXIS of Justin lXIartyr under his Custody for ye use 
of lIr. Creech then ingag'd in putùng out a new Eition of y Author. 
But tho' 'twas well known that there was such a lXIS under his Care, 
yet the Jesuit protested with several oaths yt he knew of no such thing, 
& was sure there never was any in the Library, telling him moreover 
that he wonder'd any man should be so sollicitous ab t lXISSts of an o 
Author that was spurious, all the Fathers, he saying, being Forgery and 
a Cento ruade up by some Cunning Fellows on purpose to deceive the 
World. Weh ruade the D r. smile, expecting this Talk from one who 
notwithstanding his Great Learning was of opinion (at least people 
believe so) that all the Classicks (Pliny's Nat. Hlstory publish'd by him- 
self excepted) were spurious &c. When the D r. had taken leave of him, 
he mention'd the Discourse to some of ye Sorbonists (who are ]ïnemies 
to ye Jesuits) & was certified by them that there was such a lXlSt in ye 
Library, & yt the Denyal of it with an Oath was a Jesuitical Trick on 
purpose by the help of it to spoyle the English Edition, when it should 40 
corne out. Which is a method also us'd by the Hollanders. -- lU r. 
Wase the Beadle translated all Vitruvius into ]ïnglish, & ye Copy, a 
Sheet or two only wanting, is now in ye Hands of His Son, Fellow of 
Corpus Christi College, as I ara inform'd by D r.

with a Calf's Head hanging on a String where his own had deserved 
better to have been. m Dr. lIill tells me he forrnerl.v saw in a Book of 
/30. Barlow's divers Ancient Inscriptions in loose Leaves, xveh he is 
afraid rnay be convey'd away, & not plac'd in ), Publick Librar)" arnont 
the Bv's Books, being a Rarity, as not printed in Gruter. Above a 
,o Week since I saw lying upon Dr. Charlett's Table in his Study certain 
old Inscriptions in eleven Sheets, w eh appearing to be curious, D r. 
tIudson (who was then present) desir'd the said Dr. C. to perrnitt me 
to take them to y Publick Library, & compare them with Books of 
Inscriptions whether they were wanting there or not. Weh at last he 
granted.

:Peb. 15 (ri.). Yesterday I had shew'd me by a Gentleman of 
Christ-Church rive pieces of Money, dug up at Rewley in yO West- 
Suburb of Oxon. AIl of Brass. Two of them had on them Are 2[«ria. 
Gracia Ihesu. The other three were Dutch pieces. One of the first 
had a Crosse on the other side. The Crosse was commonly put on 
ye Reverse of yO Coyns of those times. But it might be put on this 
piece upon Account of Richard I)uke of Cornwall (who was the first 
40 Founder of the Abbey here) his Journey into ye Holy-Land, at w eh time 
he made a vow if he return'd in safety he would round some Reli#ous 
House, w eh he did both in this place & at Hales near Winchcombe in 
Glocester-shire. Tho' 'ris most likely that these Pieces might be buried 
here after this first Foundation, they being round just where the Stone 
,cas dug up, formerly mention'd, & therefore in ail probability some of 
those w ch were scatter'd at yO Ceremony of yO Foundation of yO Chapell 
by ]ïla Longespee Countess of Warwick. The Abbey was dedicated 
to yO Virgin Mary. The German or Dutch pieces might be laid here 
in eommemoration of Earl Richard's being made King of ye Romans.

 'eb. 16 (Sat.). Talking last Night with M r. Smith of University 
College, he was pleas'd to sav that he did not believe I r. Bryan Twyne 
xvas Author of the Book weh goes under his Naine, call'd A»liquilatis 
Acad«mice O.'oni«nsis Apol«ia, but thought Mr. Tho. Allen of Gloucester 
Hall writ it in English, and that M r. Twyne only put it into Latin, it 
being hardly possible, as he thought, that a man so young as Tvine ,o 
was when that Book was ready for ye Press, (being then scarce 8 
years of Age)should bave read over and perused such a vast Number 
of Muniments &c. as were requisite for Compiling it. There is no 
doubt M r. Twyne rec d great Assistance from lXI r. Allen, as also from 
M r. Mlles Windsore, but I really believe the whole Composuere is 
owing to himself, & that (being a Man of indefatigable Industry) he 
ruade most of yO Collections himself. Nor is it likely Mr. Allen should 
write such a Book in English, & afterwards get another to translate it, 
since 'ris well known he was a profound Scholar & a polite Man, & 
very well vers'd in Greek and Latin. Mr. Smith has had for some 3o 
time the Privilege of looking over yo University Charters, Records, &c. 
lodg'd in the SchooI-Tower, of w eh lXI r. Twyne vas first Keeper, & 
ruade a great many Additions for the use of the university, w eh were 
of so great use to lX[. Ant. Wood, yt he oftentimes took wt Twvne had 
donc ready to his Hand, but without Acknowledgment. qhis 
Smith told me, vho has compar'd Mr. Wood's 13ook with Twyne's 
Papers. Particularly he says the Discourse about Printing is vholly 
Twyne's abating some few things xv eh have happen'd since his Death. 
I remember once I went into the Roome where the said Charters &c. 
are kept, & looking over a Volume of lXI r. Twyne's Hand Writing found 4 ° 
several particulars w eh lI r. Vrood has in his Antiquities, & believe upon 
y Acc wt M r. Smith said to be in great measure tme. -- D r. Kennett 
borrow'd a certain Paper from among the Records of University College 
of the Master and M r. Smith, with Condition either to return it or send 
a Copy of it, but he has donc neither as yet, tho' 9 years or more since 
'twas lent. -- In Ch. Ch. Library is a large Genealogical Table, in lXISt, 
of all the Count Palatines of the Rhine &c. donc by Adolphus Joannes 
Cornes Palatinus Rheni, who styles it Tabulam Genealogicam Majorum 
suorum. Donc by his own Hand, & given by him to BP. Fell. -- On 
Tuesday last ye Quakers deliver'd out a Pamphlett in ye Lobby of yO o 
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House of Commons giving an Account of their Sufferings in yO Court 
of Exchequer complaining of the Priests and Tyth Farmers in pro- 
ceeding against yna for yer due. ]3ut this is nothing but w was expected : 
for in ye Circular Letter yt was sent by ye Heads of ym in London last 
Spring to ),er Friends in ye Country, directing them how to vote in ye 
late Èections for [embers of Parliamt they told them they should have 
occasion to apply themselves to ye House for 2 things the one was to 
exempt them fron paying Tythes, the other to make yeir Marriages 
valid in Law. -- On yO i4th Inst. in ye Morning came on ye Tryall 
o of D r. Drake at Guild Hall Lond. belote ye L d. Chief Justice Holt upon 
an Information brought by the Attorney General for a Pamphlett written 
by hina called Iercurius Politicus, bearing date the 8 of 7 ber last. 
After a long Tryal the Jury found ye D r. guilty of writing the said 
Pamphlett but ye word (_Nor) was laid in ye Information instead of 
(]Vot) as is in ye said Pamphlet, so that ye Verdict is special & to be 
consider'd by the Judges. - Letters from Virginia say that ye College 
at Williamsbury, a most Stately Fabrick, & one of the best in ail 
America, & to w eh the late King Wm. had been a ]3enefactor, was on

He us'd a Grammar drawn up by himself, w eh 
he printed & gave to his Scholars. -- Oliver Cromwell had amongst 
his Remarkable Vices some little Sparks of Virtue ; as being Chancellor 
of ye University of Oxofi he gave several valuable lISSts to ye Publick 
Library there, and such a Respect for ye Learned BI,. Usher that he was 
at ye Expence of his Funeral w eh anaounted to " or 300 libs., and ruade 
his Souldiers then in Ireland be content to have so much deducted out 
of their Pay as raised so considerable a sure as purchas'd his Library, io 
for the use of Trinity College in I)ublin where it now remains. Quoere 
whether this be in his Life written by D r . Par? -- That 
Orlhdox (as ye Women style him) G. I3urnett Bv. of Sarum, publish'd 
an Account of the Life and Death of the lIad & Witty F.arl of 
Rochester, wherein he gives a large Account of his being often with him 
during his Sickness, yet several Persons of good Credit have averr'd 
that he never was admitted to visit him at yt time. as he pretends in ye 
said Book. -- lI r. Basil Kennett of Corpus Xti tells me that 
Kennett his Brother has several Papers of lIr. Andrew Allam (who 
was Tutor to him ye s, Dr. K.) from whence I believe the 
divers notices in his publish'd Books, & yt he will make great use of 
them in a Work abt Cathedral Churchcs &c. he is now upon. -- Tho. 
Lindsey now Bv. of Killaloe in Ireland was Fellow of Wadham Col. a 
lIan of good Parts but little or no Learning, spending his Time in ve 
University in Tippling, & (as some say) wenching too. So also Ir. 
Nicholson Bv. of Carlisle was Fellow of Queen's College, had good 
strong Parts, but had ye Reputation (and hOt undeservedly) of a drinking 
Fellow, & boon Companion. When Bach. of Arts he apply'd him- 
self to ye Study of the Saxon Language, & was sent by S r. Joseph 
Williamson into Germany to learn that Language. He did not stay 30 
long in ye College after he was Fellow, being invited by Rainbow B. of 
Carlisle to be his Chaplain, w eh BI'. made him Archdeacon of Carlisle, 
from weh Dignity he was advanc'd by the Interest of S r. Xtopher 
bIusgrave to be Bv. of ye saine Place. -- D r. Hough when Fellow of 
lIagd. Coll. got to be Chaplain to ye I)uke of Ormond. Upon the 
Revolution he was ruade President of the saine College, & a little after 
B. of Oxofi, & some time after that being found to be a lIan of 
Revolution Principles advanc'd to ye see of Lichfield & Coventry. And 
here it ma)- not be improper to observe that he heap'd a great many 
Prefermts upon one Goodwin his Chaplain, a lIan of no great Worth 40 
nor lIerits, and (as one would think) of no very good Conscience, be- 
cause he keeps all this Prefermt with a Fellowship.

I% w eh shews that there 
m was a Church here before Edw. 3 d rime when the College was founded, 
& that 'twas not built first by S r. Will. Trussell as is insinuated by 
lI r. Ashmole. -- On the 29th of Jan. last was admitted a Student in 
yo Publick Library John Disney of the Cty of Lincoln. He brought 
with him a Letter to D r. Hudson from D r. Inett, signifying that he is a 
Man of a good Etate, studious, a loyer of Books & of some Curiosity, & 
came to Oxford on purpose to ¢onsult some Books in order to some 
Publick Design. He ent out of Town again this Morning. The 
said Publick Design is a Genêalogical Table of the Princes of Europe. 
He seelns to be a man of tolerable Parts & to have a genius to 
o Heraldry; but his Friends being Presbyterians, & himself educated in 
that Perswasion, notwithstanding his being now, as appears by his 
Discourse & frequenting the Church, of a contrary opinion, yet he still 
retains many of their ill Qualifies, as being pert, affected, proud &c. 
Besides having not been bred up in any university, nor acquir'd much 
Learning, he does not seem qualified for any Work proper for a Scholar. 
I saw two or three of his Tables, neatly drawn by himself, w eh however 
I am afraid will hOt please men of Accuracy in these Studies, who are 
very sensible that all things of this Nature should be thoroughly con- 
sider'd, confirm'd by undoubted Authority drawn from the most Au- 
3o thentick Rolls, Registers &c. w ch a private Man cannot command, nor 
indeed any one else in a Work so extensive. For w ch Reason 'twere 
far better he would imploy himself in illustrating the Antiquities of his 
own Country, wCh would be a Work of good use and deserve En- 
couragelnent but as I observ'd before he has not Learning enough for 
such an undertaking. He went yesterday to X Çhurch to take a 
Transcript of the Table of the Princes Palatine of the Rhine (wch I told 
him of) but having hot rime, he took but part of it.

And as an Instance that 'twas believ'd 
he had little or no Religion take this following Epitaph, 
Here lies D r.

-- Quoere of lI r. Dodwell whether tleathens, (such as had no oppor- 
tunity of coming to ye. Knowledge of Xt,) are not lyable to Punishmt 
after Death ?

Soul, yt ye condition of Tyre & Sidon, nay even of Sodom (People who o 
never could be suppos'd to hear of Jesus Xt) will be more tolerable at 
y Day of Judgmt yn that of Chorazin, Bethsaida & Capernaum, who 
heard ye Preaching of out Saviour.

Pcrhaps Weycock mention'd above p. 57- is no more than the Saxon 
word, [7e-i:op, w eh signifies, a Fort, Camp, or place of Ençamping. -- 
D r. Royse . . . was reckon'd a good florid Preacher, & it happening 
that ye Earl of 13erkley being at (gxoù when he preach'd one time at 
St. iIaries took particular Notice of hiln, & (as I think) made him his 
Chaplain. After w eh living at London some rime, he got to preach at 
Lincoln's In for Dr. Tillotson, by w eh means he became acquainted with 
20 him. About v eh rime (viz. a little after ye Revolution) he by ye Recom- 
mendation either of ye Earl of 13erkley or D r. Tillotson was made Chap- 
lain to King Wm and vent along with him in his Irish Expedition. A 
little after this Dr. Sancroft with Others of his 13rethren (who would not 
swear Allegiance to ye Prince of Orange as King of England) were 
depriv'd, & Dr. Tillotson succeeding Archb». Sancroft, Dr. Royse was 
made his Domestick Chaplain, from whom he recd the Rich Living of 
Newington in Oxofishire weh had been possess'd by D r. iIaurice, (who 
was ruade Iargaret Professor but died (to y Regret of ail good iIen) 
before he had an opportunity of Reading) & a little after he got from that 
30 I)utch pretended King the Deanery of Bristol, vacant by ye I)eath of ye 
Stout and Loyal lIr. Thompson. Not long after this Dr. Say Provost of 
Oriel Dying, some of ye Fellows with whom Royse us'd to drink got a 
Iajority together at iIother Shepherds at Heddington, where they 
agreed to choose D r. Royse, & hot lIr. ]3avenant, who was always 
 look'd upon by ye lIen of Learning, and Integrity in ye University to 
be ye fittest for Provost. When he was at London he was a Lecturer at 
St. Swithun's, by London Stone, weh (I believe) he held 'till he was Elected 
Provost. He is a man of good Parts, ready Elocution, and some Learn- 
ing. He was always fam'd for good Eating and Drinking, [&c.]. -- 
4o D r. Charlett commonly called the Gazzeteer or Oxford Intelligencêr & 
by some (I know hot for what reason) ïroderam was originally of Trinity 
College, where he became Scholar of the House, and after his taking the 
Degree of Bachelor of Arts vas made one of ye Collectors. As soon as 
blaster of Arts he was noted for the variety of his Correspondents and 
Acquaintance, as well as magnificent way of Living. He became Fellow 
of that College whcn Dr. Dobson the present President left it. He was 
in some time after a Pro-Proctor and was very active in ye Discharge of 
 In these times not now (7o9) it being certain that he is a malicious, ill-natur'd 
Person, no Friend to the University, a mean Scholar & mortally hated in the College. 
(Sec hereafter in 17o 9. under Jnlij x 9°.) 
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yt Office. The next Year he was one of ye Head Proctors, & in ye Long- 
Vacation rnade an Excursion into Scotland, where he was kindly receiv'd 
& nobly Entertain'd by S r. George Mackenzy & others of Note & Learn- 
ing. Some years after the Mastership of University College being void 
(and those who were fittest for it in ye CoIIege declining the Trouble and 
Expense of it) he was at last thought upon, and by ye Interest of D r. 
Hudson, & one or two more, was Elected ]aster. At his first coming to 
vt College, he laid out two or three Hundred iibs. upon ye Lodgings, & 
he kept up ye Discipline & Exercise of ye House very weli, by weh means 
it flourish'd equally to any House in ye University; but afterwards it de- io 
clin'd very much pal'tly by ye Remissness of ye Master, & partly by D r. 
Hudson's quitting his Pupils when he was ruade the 13odlejan Library 
Keeper. He is a man of a strange Rambling Head, much addicted to 
maintain Correspondence, to hear and tell news in Company x,eh he is 
seldom free from. But of him perhaps more hereafter. 
,,pril 3 (Wed.). Remember to teii D r. Hudson of an Error in his 
Notes upon Dionys. in the Life of Ancus 3Iarcius, where he quotes Livy 
in this manner Tellenis Fid«naque, whereas it should be T«llcnis Ficanaque, 
& so Sigonius has corrected Diçnysius, but ye D r. does not take notice of 
it. -- On Monday last was a meeting of ye Heads of Houses in ye Apo- 2o 
dyterium of yÇ Convocation House about a Letter sent to our University 
from the University of Francfort upon the Oder inviting them to celebrate 
the secular day of the Foundation of their University, wch wili happen in 
this month, it being now just two Hundred years since that University 
was Founded. The Result of this Meeting was y they should not send 
any Representatives as they had done at Cambridge, but that the day 
shouid be solemniz'd in our Theatre with Speeches verses & musick, 
& some of the Great Men of ye s,t University of Franckfoort should have 
eundem Gradum dignitatem & Honorera conferr'd upon them by Diploma 
in this our University. It was objected at ye Meeting y ye Form of ye 3o 
Diplornas was very mean & ordinary (as ail confess'd it was) yet it was 
carried y ye usual Form should be retain'd upon Account of it's Antiquity. 
It was moreover agreed upon at ye Meeting that a Letter should be writ 
to his Excellency Ezechiel Spanheim to know the Names and Degrees of 
ye Chief Magistrates in yt University, & D r. Woodroff was pleas'd to offer 
his Service in y Iatter, w eh was accepted of. -- D r. Charlett has turn'd 
off his famous Boy (call'd Davus in the verses upon him & Ir. Percival 
w eh I have inserted at ye End of the last vol.) for several Pranks weh he 
had plaid, & particularly for one that was put in the Review & Observator 
viz. his getting drunk one night at New-College, & lighting his Master 40 
home with a Silver Tankard instead of a Dark Lantern. -- This day at 
one a Ciock was a Convocation for admitting nexv Proctors in room of those 
of the last year : when Mr. ]3ickley the former Senior Proctor ruade (as 
usual) a proper Speech ; but he being but an indifferent Orator (however 
otherwise a man of good sense) he came off somewhat to the Discredit 
of himself and University, there being a great number of Auditors, ex- 
pecting to have had something extraordinary; whereas there was nothing 
remarkable in his Relation of the last years Transactions (but ye New 
]3uilding of Christ Church upon occasion of w eh he mention'd the Palace 
going forward at Woodstock, & thought y the Duke of Marlborough o 
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might look with an invidious Eye upon this at Christ Church if finish'd as 
successfull), as began) : And whereas forlnerly there was always among 
other things a short History at this tilne given of the State of Learning in 
the University for ye year past, & what Books of Note had been printed 
or carrying on, he wholly omitted this particular, as he did divers others 
weh should have been hinted at. After he had finish'd the New Proctors, 
viz. lXlr. Carter of Oriel and lX[r. Cranck of Trinity were admitted; but 
whether thev will stand up for ye Privileges of yO University as their Pre- 
decessors did, is much doubted, the latter being (as I bave already for- 
lO merlv observ'd) a Man who is for siding with both Parties, I mean Whigg 
and Tory, and hot declaring directly for either.- Dr. Lancaster, Dr. 
Waugh and Dr. Gibson were ail poor Children, Taberders and afterwards 
Fellows of Queen's College. The first of thcse riz. Lancaster, when 
llachelor of Arts, was sent bv St. Joseph Williamson, then Secretary of 
State, into France, where he accomplish'd hilnself, & upon his Return he 
prosecuted lais Studies in Queen's College. When he stood for his Master 
of Arts Degree, one Mr. Clark of All-Souls (one of ye Proctors & a pert, 
ignorant Fellow,) denied his Grace. But when it came to be put to 
vote in the Congregation, he carried it against ye Pl'octors, there being 
2o nothing but trifling Objections ruade against him. In the first year of his 
Regency & two or three years afterwards, he had a mighty Reputation for 
a Preacher, weh Character he might have still maintain'd, if he had kept 
less Company, and taken as much pains as he did forlnerh'. When he 
was a Junior Fellow he liv'd some rime as Chaplain to ye Earl of Denbigh ; 
but in a little time return'd to ye College, & became Tutor to several young 
Gentlelnen, & particularly to a Younger Son of yt Earl's. A little while 
after this'twas his good fortune to be remov'd from Oxford(where for ye sake 
of good Colnpany he neglected most of his Business) to yO B». of London, 
& became his Domestick Chaplaine. While he was with yo Bishop, he 
3o got ye Rich Parsonage of St. Martin's fi'om his Lordship, & some years 
afterwards was ruade Provost of Queen's, w eh Election was controverted, 
as being directly against ye Statutes of v e College. A little after this he 
was made (by yO Bv. of London) Arc[adeacon of Middlesex. He has 
publish'd some Serinons &c. The second D r . Waugh was a plain, 
popular Preacher, & a great Tutor. He was Proctor of the University & 
hot long after fell in league with a Widow, the Relict of one lXlr. Fiddes 
(the Son of old Mr. Fiddes lXIinister of Brightwell) upon w eh being 
necessitated to leave ye College, he, by ye Interest of some Friends 
in London, got a Lectureship in S t. Bride's, & by ye means of D r. Lan- 
4 ° caster supply'd one of ye Chapells of Ease in S. lXlartin's Parish. Now 
it being known to v e Archb». of Cnt. & others that he had been all along 
a Favourer of ye Whiggs upon the Promotion of the most Worthy Dr. 
Beveridge, that self-designing Party (who never regard any but those of 
their own gang) procur'd for him ofy e Queen y" Good Living of St. Peter's, 
Cornhill. He preach'd and printed B». Bull's Consecration Sermon, & 
'tis said that (to auglnent the Number of Low-Church men in ye Convo- 
cation House) he bas the promise of an Archdeaconrv after ye Death 
of one lXlr. Staino 1. The third Dr. Gibson when he was under- 
l Note that this M . Stainoe was Fellow of Trinity College, & a noted Preacher 
whilst at Oxford. He married a jolly th.t Daughter of one Haslewood an Apothe¢ary 
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graduate or just Bachelor of Arts was by Dr. Mill put upon publishing 
the Chronicon Saxonicum. w eh tho" the first by the Revisal of ye said D r. 
was better yn any of his other Performances. After this to gratify one 
Çruttenden (a broken Printer and a great Acquaintance of D r. Carlett's) 
he apply'd him self to ye Publication of Quintilian ; in W eh if he had sub- 
mitted him.elf to y Directions of Dr. Mill he might have made a very 
good Edition of yt Author; but seeing this (being likely to take up a 
great deal of time) did not suit with yO Interest of Cruttenden, he left 
D r. Mill & quite broke with him upon )' occasion, & in a little time gave 
us an Edition of Quintilian, W eh had no great matter done to it. Some o 
time I think before this he publish'd a Catalogue of MSSts weh he 
inscribed Bibliotheca Tennisoniana, & dedicated to Dr. Tennison, whereas 
these M$Sts were really the L d. Clarendon's, W eh he purchas'd in Ireland 
when L d. Deputy there. To w eh is added a Catalogue of Sir \\',n. Dug- 
dale's MSS. in y Ashrnolean Museum. Not long after this, when some 
Roguish Booksellers had a Design to cheat y \Vorld, with a new Edition 
of Cmden's Britannia in English (vhich they pretended should be all 
translated anew with great Accuracy, & inlarg'd with considerable Addi- 
tions & Curious Remarks) he was thought fit to be ruade the supervisor & 
Corrector of that Work, & to this End he vent purposely to London, ,g: 20 
had all y Papers relating to it put into his Hands. Of what value they 
were "ris not certain, but excepting what ye Learned M r. Llhuyd of y 
Ashmolean Museum did there is nothing of any great moment appearing 
throughout the whole Book. Before or a little afier his being ruade 
Fellov of Queen's Çollege, upon y score & merits of his flattering & 
unjust Dedication of y above s d Ctalogue of MSSts to D r. Tennison, he 
\vas ruade Keeper of ye Library at Lambeth, & liv'd in D r. Tennison's 
(then Archi'v.) Family, & within a while after was ruade one of his 
Domestick Chaplains, the Archbp having two more at ye saine time, viz. 
Dr. Hody and Dr. Greene. Sometime affer his Coming to Lambeth he 3o 
kept a fair Correspondence with some considerable men in ye Church, 
such as D r. Hooper Parson of Lambeth and afferwards Bp. of Bath and 
Wells. But upon the unhappy Distinction of High and Low Church Men, 
and ye Debates arising in ye lower House of Convocation, he struck in 
xvith ye Low Church Part)', as being most able to prefer him, and wfit a 
great many Pamphletts about ye said Controversy relating to ye Convo- 
cation : by w eh Party he was look'd upon to be so Ineritorious especially 
in ye Eyes of the Archbishop (who commonly sees with other Peoples 
Eyes) that he got to be precentor of Chichester (that being an Option of 
y Archbishop's) & afterwards bv the Interest of a Parcel of Whiggs in 40 
that Church was ruade Canon "Residentiary, and about ye same time 
obtain'd the Rich Living of Lambeth, and hall a Lectureship at St. 
Martin's in v e Fields. Note v t )- abovesaid D r . Green was a little 
spruce smugg'd fac'd & formal Çourt Chaplain to Sr. Stephen Fox, & it 
may be by him was recommended to the abovesaid Archbv. to be his 
Chaplain. By his Sneaking and Çringing (for nobody knew of anv other 
Merits that he had) he insinuated himself lnightily into )' favour of )' 
ArchBP. & was ' him recommended to be Master of ]3ennett College in 
in Oxford, & after yt got a Living in London. He bas printed some Serinons, & a 
Book in 8 *°. the title whereof is * * * 
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Cambridge of w ch both himself and ya Archbp were. The Fellows of 
that College, as to ya Majority of them, being willing to gratify the great 
and heavy man at Lambeth made choice of him to be their Master. to 
Regret of all men of Learning and Probity in v t University. Either 
before or a little after this he was made by ya ArchÎishop to be one of ve 
Prebendaries of Canterbury. & to strengthen his Interest among ya Whiggs 
married a sister of Dr. Trimnell's. 
Apr. 4 (Th.). Just publish'd A Letter to Mr. Dodwell, xvherein ail 
ya Arguments in his Epistolary Discourse ag ya Immortality of ya Soul 
o are particularly answered, & 
Matter truly represented, by Sanl. Clarke, M.A. Chaplain to ye Bv. of 
Norwich. 80. "Twas written in hast, & therefore divers things are 
omitted; but there are several good Observations in it. & if w he savs 
be true Me. Dodwell has ail along misrepresented ya Fathers. -- Ir. 
Haley was originally of All-Souls College, first a Querister then Clerk 
& then Fellow there : afterwards he went along W th S e. William Trum- 
ball in ya Quality of his Chaplain, when he was made King Charles II da 
Envoy to Constantinople. He also accompanied him in Quality of 
Çhaplain when he was Envoy to France. Upon v e Revolution, he was 
o ruade Camp Chaplain in his Expedition into F'landers, and after 
Rector of Sg. Giles's in the Fields (Lond.) and at length Dean of 
Çhichester. He has publish'd some Serrnons in English, and one in 
Latin w ch was preach'd before ya Lower tIouse of Convocation, by wCh 
anyone ma) r see that "twas something else than Merits that advanc'd 
him. I think 'twas this Dr. who call'd D r. Willis from his Fellowship 
at All-Souls (who was originally of Wadham) to be imploy'd as a 
Preacher under him at London. By the Interest of Dr. Haley and his 
Friends, this Dr. Willis was recommended to King William as well 
qualified to accompany him as Camp-Chaplain in one other, or more 
3o expeditions, into Flanders. He was Sub-Tutor to the Duke of Glocester, 
Bp. Burnett being chief. Now being improv'd in Impudence and all 
Arts of Insinuation, and being a Man of true Revo]ution Principles, to 
the Surprise of ail good Men, he attain'd the Deanry of Lincoln, and 
a ]itt]e while after got a great Living weh was either in ye Disposal of 
ya Dean or ya Dean and Chapter of yg Church.

Fig. stans, dex. serpentera, cui Pateram 
sinistra porrigit. -- There is a Book going under ye Naine of Gorallus, 
w eh is a fictitious Naine for _[oannes Clericus. See Baile's Dictionary. 
-- Remember to tell D. Hudson that he bas made a Reference in 
pag. 233- Vol. . of Dionysius to the Notes at ye End of the Work 
concerning I5«us Orbius, where however is nothing said abt it. 
Mr. Milles coming to see D r. Hudson this Afternoon, the D r. told him 
he heard he had a Book in ye Press in Answer to Mr. Dod ell. When 
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Nr. lIilles did not fi'ankly own it, but seem'd to shuffte about it, the 
D r. told him that he had it from three several Persons of good credit, 
& that moreover common lame ruade him ye Author of it. To which 
lIilles reply'd that this was only their Conjectures, & that common 
Faine was often a Lyar. Then says the Doctor to him, if you do not 
owa the Book why do )'ou not disown it, & free your self from ye 
Reflections yt somê lIen make, yt it was not fair in you who are 
honour'd with IIr.

The Arguments for proof of this were no other than w t have 
been before advanc'd by Sir Kcnelln Digby, & therefore he need not have to 
insisted so much ttpon them ; nor indecd were they much to the purpose in 
confuting lXI". Dodwell, since yt learned Man is of opinion that yO Soul is 
neither material nor immaterial but distinct from both & yet dependent upon 
mater.

One of the Sceleton's in yO Anatomy Schoole was 
wired by one Wells a Smith in Cat-Street; by w eh he became an 
xo Eminent Bone-setter & a good Surgeon. -- In yO year x69o was pub- 
lish'd a Pamphlett (of ver), good Note) call'd the Judgmt of yO Forreign 
Reformed Churches conc. yO Rites & Offices of yO church of England : 
shewing thcre is no need of Alterations. The Author N. S. Memoran- 
dura That Dr. John Baron (Master of Baliol Col.) made bold with this 
Pamphlet, in a Sermon at St. Marie's (An Acct whereof I gave at yt 
Time) just when he was a Candidate for ye Margaret Professor's Place. 
Quoere whether Mv. Bingham has hot also been dabbling in it ? -- I ara 
told Mv. Perks of Corpus Christi College is one of those ingag'd in 
writing an Answer to Mv. Dodwell. -- Talking this Afternoon wth 
2o Milles about yO said Answer, he denied yt any had a hand in Writing of 
it but one Person, & said yt there were but two who ever saw it, tho' he 
had before told Dr. Hudson that 3 or four had perus'd it. He also 
denied yt lIr. Perks had look'd an), of it over, but 3 or four pages. The 
Author he s a was so familiarly acquainted wth Mv. Dodwell, & had so 
great a Respect for him, y he took ail possible care to avoid abusive 
Language. When I ask'd him why being so much his Friend he did not 
first of ail communicate w t he had to say to Mv. Dodwell, who perhaps 
might retract some of his Errors in yO New Edition, he gave but a very 
shuffling Answer, & no more yn what he had told Dr. Hudson before. 
3o He would not acknowledge himself to be Author, tho' he confess'd him- 
self to bave look'd it over, & to bave some Hand in it as it was at 
yO Press : upon weh I told him some people wonder'd he should meddle 
at all wh one who was so much his Friend, especially since he formerly 
vindicated 5If. Dodwell's Opinion; & notwthstanding this was a different 
Subject, yet some things are to be resolv'd into those principles handled 
in those other Books by M r. Dodwell, & yO World would think hardly of 
him upon this Account. To w ch he reply'd that he was still of opinion 
yt yO Civil Magistrate bas no Right of Depriving Bp-* & would defend 5If. 
Dodwell on yt score : w ch is such a piece of Contradiction as can haçdly 
4o be parallell'd, himself sometime since telling me he was asham'd of w t 
he had written formerly on yt subject, & having ail along communicated 
wth such Bp s as are Schismatical according to 5Iv. Dodwell's Opinion & 
wt himself had laid Down in his Vindication of yt Learned Man. Upon 
yO whole from wt he said in relation to himself, & especially from his in- 
timating yt ye Author would not answer all (by wch it should seem he was 
almost weary, much like Mv.

Fellows) Ir. Charnley & Mr. Hodgson, were turn'd by, tho' Senior to 
Ir. Hall; w eh is an Irl'egularity, & wt is resented by some, tho' perhaps 
yO Reason might be because these three had been in yO Country, almost 
ever since they were Taberders, coming only to Oxford to keep Terres, 
or sometimes for convenience : whereas Hall & Hudson were constantly 
resident. & so was Todhunter, only a year or two before the Election he 
had serv'd as Curate at Bath.--]Ir. John Potter of Lincoln College was 
presented this morning to his Degree of I) r. of Divinity. He was 
originally Servitor of University College, where he was Pupil first 
to iIr. Bateman & upon his Death to Ir. Bingham, & rec d some In-2o 
structions from Dr. Hudson. Afterwards being ]3achelor of Arts he 
was Elected Fellow of Lincoln, & before he took the Degree of 
lIaster of Arts published a little piece of Plutarch in Greek & Latin 
(upon weh he was put by Dr. Charlett) de Audiendis poëtis, & a l»iece of 
St. Basil w*h it upon yo saine Subject. When Iaster of Arts he put out 
Lycophron, wh various readings & Notes, whereof there are two Impres- 
sions (both at yO Theatre) in folio, w eh got him some credit ; as like«ise 
did his Greek Antiquities, in two volumes in 8 o. written in English, 
& afterw d published in Latin in folio, being the last volume of 
Gronovius's Greek Thesaurus. "Twas translated by another Hand, but 3o 
revis'd by iIr. Potter himself before printed. At length being noted for 
a person of Whiggish principles, he was taken notice of by the Archbv. of 
Canterbury, Tennison I mean, who has no regard for Learning or 
Learned lIen, any farther than as they are of yo saine Principles w*h 
himself & knows hardly any thing of Greek, as appears particularly from 
w I heard Dr. John Iill one of his Great Admirers sa)" of him, namely 
that when I r. Grabe had published the first vol. of Spic. Patrum the 
Archbv gave I[r. Grabe a Complem upon it saying that he was glad he 
had printed such a piece as old Thecla, of whom he had heard some- 
thing, & suppos'd it might be of some use tho' he could not judge of it 40 
(his studies lying another way) I say lIr. Potter being taken notice of by 
this Archbv. he was ruade one of his Domestick Chaplains (upon 
Dr. Hody's leaving it when ruade Archdeacon of Oxon,) & a httle after 
had a Parsonage given him by his Grace, purely to incourage him to go 
on in the Sneaking way, w eh accordingly lXIr. Potte: does, and may do yO 
Arch'o. some service by it. -- Dr. Will. Shippen, who has publish'd some 
serinons, was originally of University College, a Fellow there & Proctor 
of the University & a person of good Reputation for Learning, as appear'd 
by his Proctor's Speech, w eh was highly commended, and by some 
other Performances. -- On lXIonday (Apr. x5) last lIr. Simon Ockley of 50 
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Queen's College in Cambridge was incorporated Master of Arts of this 
University. Of whom I shall say more hereafter. -- D r. Aldworth, 
Fellow of Magd. Coll. upon ye unjust Deprivation of Mr. Dodwell was 
ruade Camden's Professor of Historv. He has never yet shew'd himself 
in print, & whether he be well qualify'd for ye Place or no 'tis hard to 
judge from anything weh he does, seldom or never reading. -- Charles 
Allestry M.A. of Xt Church has I think printed a Sermon. He is now 
Minister of Dentry. -- Quere whether M r. Nath. Alsop Fellow and Bach. 
of D. at ]3rasen Nose Coll. was not Father to Mr. Ant. Alsop Student of 
xo X t Church. -- D r. Roger Altham Senior Regis Professor of Hebrew in 
this University, had y* place first of ali conferr'd upon him by ye Interest 
yt Dr. Radcliff ye Physitian had at yt time with ye Earl of Portland ; but 
ye said D r. Altham either hOt taking some Oath, or not making some 
snbscription in due time lost ye Place & was succeeded by Dr. Thomas 
Hyde the Library-Keeper. After y Death of Dr. Hyde, as 'tis suppos'd 
by ye Interest of ye Archbp. of York & other Friends, he obtain'd 
ye Place a 2d time. He is a good Scholar, & a most Excellt Preacher, 
but as yet has done nothing remarkable in ye way of his Profession. 
He was Chaplain to Archbv. Dolben, had some Preferra from hira in ye 
2o Church of York & somewhere in ye Country. 
April 19 (lri.). In pag. 358. of the IIId Vol. of Prynne's History of 
Popes Usurpations is a Memorable Inquisition retorned in the x3 th Year 
of Edw. first, but hot filed 'till ye Year after, not only concerning the 
Bounds, but Tithes and Oblations of ye Parish of Braye in Berks, part of 
w ch Tithes the King had sequestred.

o some pieces of Plutarch's Morals, & writ a Poëm call'd the Life of 
Agatbocles, & some other things I think. Quoere ? - To be added to 
ye Acct lI r.

He publish'd while in Oxofi a Set of Mapps of ancient & Modern Geo- 
graphy, with a Discourse in 8o. shewing the use of them.

was a little after his Proctersbip preferr'd to be Chaplain to y# Bv. of 
London, who first gave him the Church of St. Mary Ax, & then remov'd 
him to a better. Quoere wt? He has publish'd some Serinons. -- Mr. 
James Badger, Fellow of New College, & Master of y* Schoole belonging 
to y Place (w e by y# consent of ye college he remov'd to y# End of S. 
Maries &) w e by his Industry he ruade flourish to a great Degree. He 
has publish'd a Book for y# use of Schools call'd Synopsis locorum com- 
munium, pr. at Oxon. 80. -- Harrington Bagshaw was Fellow of Magd. 
Coll. w eh he left upon Marriage, and took up wth the Mastership of y# 
40 Hospital at Bromley. He has printed one Sermon. -- John Bernard of 
Brasennose College in King James's Reign turn'd Papist, and got to be 
Moral Philosophy Reader. After ye Revolution he chang'd his Religion 
again, & has writ several tbings, amongst w eh is his Translation into 
English of y# Lives of the Roman Emperors, written by Vopiscus gc. in 
two volumes 80. _ Dr. John Bateman of bIerton College was always 
reckon'd an Excell Scholar, & well vers'd in Physick (in weh he was Dr.). 
After ye Taking of his Degree he practis'd in London for several Years, 
& liv'd in very good Reputation. Upon y# Death of Dr. Lydal Warden 
of Merton he was one of y# three chosen by y# Coll. & presented to y 
o ArchbP. in order to succeed him. Ail honest Men thought him infinitely 
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preferrable to the other two (viz. D r. Lane & Dr. 3lartin) yet for all yt ye 
Archbv, because Dr. Bateman was an Honest Church of England lIan, 
and one who was likely to do good in yt College, w eh extremely wanted 
such a one, made choice of Dr. llartin, who by a lazy, Eicurean Life & 
an utter Neglect of ail Discipline, has very much prejudic'd that noble 
and ancient Seminary. He has translated one of Plutarch's Lives & may 
perhaps have done some other Things. He had a I3rother Thomas 
Bateman Fellow of University College, a Person of good Learning and 
great Probity, whose unfortunate Death by a Fall off his Horse near 
Woodstock was very much lamented by ye College and the whole 
University. -- D r. Ralph Bathurst. President of Trinity Coll. sometime 
before he died promis'd to give to ye Pub. Library ail ye Books it wanted 
in his Studv; but his Death being hastened by a sudden Fall, he might 
forget to add a Codicil to his Will as he once intended. However in his 
Will there were two Pictures, one of D r. Allestry & ye other of Dr. South, 
& some Coyns left to ye Library. He was Dean of Wells, & might have 
been Bv. if he had affected that Height of Dignity. He was a llan of 
Polite Parts, and an Elegant Writer in Latin, whether Prose or Verse. 
He discharg'd the Office of Vice-Chancellor vith great Applause, & made 
his College flourish while he was l'resident. He was suspected of Hypo- 
crisy & of mean Complyance. -- Luke Beaulieu ]3achelor of Divinity of 
Xt Church, was (if I am not mistaken) Chaplain to Chancellor Jefferies, 
& was by him preferr'd to a Prebend of Gloucester. He hath publish'd 
a Sermon or two. -- lIr. Tho. Beckonsall 13ach. of Div. & Fellow of 
Brasennose Coll. has publish'd a Discourse abt yO Law of Nature in 
opposition to Nf. Lock, & a Sermon upon ye Resurrection preach'd at 
St. gIarie's, w eh is also against lIr. Lock's Notions abt yO Identity of yO 
Rising Body. He is a strange Hypochondriacal Person ; w eh may be a 
reason why he was so great an Admirer of King William, & yO Ninisters 
of Queen Anne. -- D r. Hen. Beeston Warden of New (who was just 
such another smooth-booted Complyer as Dr. Ralph Bathurst) was suc- 
ceeded upon his Death by Dr. Rich. Traffles ; & he not living long to 
enjoy it, was succeeded by l,I r. Brathwayt Bach. of Civil Law, & after- 
wards Dr. in y Faculty. -- D r. Bury who was expell'd lïxeter College, 
where he was Rector, for his Socinian Principles, & other Notorious 
Crimes, has since publish'd some Books favouring yO said Principles one 
of w eh is calrd Latitudinarius Orthodoxus. -- D r. Pet. Birch of Xt Çhurch 
bas publish'd several Sermons, & preach'd some y are none of his own, 
particularly some of yO Bo. of Rochester's and one of Dr. South's whilst 
the Dr. was present at yo ttearing of it in yo Abbey church of West- 4o 
minster : w eh occasion'd this Railler)' of ye Poët : 
Rochesterin courtlyTone But rugged South ruade of a courser 
Said he had too much Honour to his Ser- mould 
rnons done, Said he was a Thief and scandalously bold. 
He is a forward, illiterate glan, but has had good Luck by rich Wives. 
-- Blackmore (Richard) of Edm. Hall, where he was Vice-Principal, 
leaving the Hall went a travelling, & in some University in his Travells 
commenc'd Dr. of Physick. and in a short rime arriv'd to Èminence in 
yo Practise thereof at London, and has writ several large Books in folio, 
such as Prince Arthur, Eliza, a Translation of Job, &c. He married 5o

a rich Conventicler 8: by that means got a mighty Interest among yO 
Whiggs, & was Knighted by King Wm. who always lov'd to conferr 
his Marks of Honour upon Persons dissaffected to ye Church of England. 
-- M r. Rob. Brograve of Magd. Hall bas publish'd a Sermon or two. 
One upon this Text, JLel your JLt«ht so shine bfore men &c. -- 
Bromley of Xt Curch fam'd for his great Abilities, Integrity and firm 
Adherence to yestanch Principles of ye Church of England, when he 
declin'd to serve as Kn of ye Shire for his own County of Warwick, 
was yet prevail'd upon by ye University of Oxofi to be one of yeir 
,o Representatives; w eh OfÏice he discharg'd with the great Applause of 
all good Men, & would once have been chosen Speaker of ye House 
of Commons had it hot been for ye Base Arts of yo Curtiers and 
Whiggish Party: one of w eh was to publish a Book of his Travel!s 
written by him when very young, & v "eh they turn'd into Ridicule, as 
any Book may be serv'd by a scurrilous Index. -- Gevartius writ Notes 
upon Manilius, in w ,h as Peireskius in a Letter to Mr. Cmden (pag. 217. 
Ep. Camdeni) informs us, he maintains yt Manilius liv'd hOt in Augustus's 
time as Scaliger would have it, but towds the latter End of the western 
Empire. Quoere whether they were ever printed ? (Not printed; but 
2o yO Substance of wt he says ab t the Age of Manilius is in lais Papiniane 
Lectiones. He is however wrong in that point about Manilius's Age.) 
-- S r. Hen. Savile in a Letter to Mr. Camden (ibid. pag. 224) corrects 
an Error in Godwin de Presulibus Anglic. -- In Gevartius's own Letter 
to Camden (lb. p. 260) he says he bas invincibly prov'd that Manilius 
liv'd in ye rime of Theodosius & his sons Arcadius & Honorius, & that 
he is ye saine who is call'd by Çlaudian Manlius Theodorus, in yt 
Panegyrick w eh he writ upon his Cnsulship: in w eh he has made some 
mention of his Astrononficks. -- It is sri in Mr. Camden's Epp. that 
Lindenbrogiuswas abt publishing Geographica quoedam. Quoere whether 
3o ever publish'd? -- In the King's Library at S t. James's when Patrick 
Young was Keeper of it, there was a MSt Theodoret upon the Psalms, 
by w ch Fr. Ducoeus when he was abt the Edition of the Bible in Greek 
promis'd himself to restore ye Text in a Great measure. There is 
likewise at Rome a Theodoret upon Isaiah from w eh he expected great 
Matters. 
&pr. 9.9. (]YIon.). Dionysius FIal. mentions the siege of Bola, whereof 
hot a word in I.ivy: v eh makes Glarean believe Dionysius's Copies 
corrupted. This hot taken notice of by Dr. Hudson. See Glarean 
upon Livy Ed. Par. 1.573. fol. p. I48. There is a note I find of it since 
4 ° in pag. 476. Dionys. Hal. -- [r. Wood in pag. 842. tells us that he 
does hot find whether or no Orlando Gibbons was admitted or licensed 
to proceed in the Degrees of Musick; but it appears yt he did from 
a Letter of Dr. Will.

Bp. pretends to be his Patron (tho' like some other Prelates) "tis only 
Pretence, he having as yet given him nothing to support himself & 
Family; notwhstanding Mr. Okeley's having dedicated to him a small 
,o Book in 8 o. lately publish'd by him, intitl'd, In/roduclio ad Linguas 
Orientales. Of w eh there were only 5oo printed, & conseqtly he ought to 
have reca a gratuity from some Generous Patron to satisfy him in y* weh 
he could not expect ri'oto a Bookseller when ye Number was so small. 
About z Months since he ruade another Journey to Oxofi, vhere he was 
Incorporated A.M. as I have told you before. This Journey was also 
undertaken purely for ye sake of ye Publick Library, w eh he constantly 
frequented till Yesterday when he went away. He is upon other Publick 
Designs, & for y End consulted divers of our Arabick MSSs; in w eh 
Language he is said by some Judges to be ye best skill'd of any Man in 
o England; w eh he has in a great Measure made appear by his quick 
Turning into English about half of one of ye Said Arabick IIS in folio 
during his Stay with us, besides ye other Business upon his Hands. He 
is a man of very great Industry, & ought to be incourag'd, w eh I do not 
question but he will if he lires to see Learning once more incourag'd in 
England, w eh at present is not. -- Mr. Selden ye Son of a Fidler, as Mr. 
Cowley has told my Friend. Mr. Selden I am told reca the Materials in 
a great Measure of his Book de Dijs Syris from Mr. Hen. Jacob. Mr. 
Cowley was after his I)eath said by some to have died a Roman Catho- 
lick ; but this was only a Malicious story : for Mr. Joyner who knew him 
3o well, has told me that he could not be drawne into y Communion all the 
rime he was in France, w eh was ab t io years ; but y he continu'd firm to 
ye last. He was not so much respected by the Cvaliers, as he ought to 
have been upon ye Restauration, w eh much troubled him, & ruade him 
fly off something, as appears partly from the Preface to his Poems. He 
,,vas however a good natur'd man, of great Candor and Humanity, & 
no Party ever spoke iii against him upon that score. -- I have heard it 
said by a Gentleman, who liv'd in those rimes that the Earl of Çlarendon 
did take Bribes upon the Restauration, & y a great Number of Loyal 
Cavaliers suffer'd upon his AccU, & were not rewarded, because not able 
4 ° to fee him : & yt Mr. Wood was honest & just in y part of his History.

Dodxvell has writ a Dis- 
course proving yt ye Anonymous Tract ag t Rebaptization put out by 
Rigaltius in his Edit. of S. Cyprian was writ by Pope Stephanus. In 
Labbe's Edition of ye Councils Tom. i. in the General Table of the 
particulars of the Tomes tis call'd (tho" wthout any Authority) Ursini 
monachi Afri. -- Mr. Dodwell has prov'd y Semiramis that was rive 
Generations before Nitocris according to Herodotus could not be ye Wife 
of any Assyrian King that reign'd at Ninive, & therefore not the wife of o 
Ninus. This may be of use in a 2d Edition of Justin. This he has done 
in a Letter to Perizonius. -- He also some time agoe writ a Discourse 
abt ye Sicyonian chronology : w eh story he thinks to be Fabulous. 'Tis

S t', I did hOt know yt yO Copy of your Book against me was a present from 
the Author till my Arrival at London. My Bookseller who sent it, sent no IO 
Letter with it that might inform me that it was so. And I had no reason to 
expect that favour from a stranger so perfectly unknown to me. Yet, if I be 
hot misint'ormed, I knew an unkle of your's in our Colledg in Dublin under 
D '. XVinter our then Provost, in the next Chamber to mine. He is, as I am 
told, dead many years since, & I am glad he has left behind him such an 
Honour to his Naine as you are. I hereby return you my Thanks for your 
gift, which would have been more acceptable if it had been done with that 
justice to me that I hope to observe to you. I know no Atheist in England 
that can take Advantage from the Primitive Doctrine of Natural Mortality, if 
you had assured hi,n that I allow none such the Benefit of Actual Mortality. o 
No hot even in the Interval between his Death & Resurrection. Had you 
done so, you had not possess'd our pious Readers with those prejudicing pas- 
sions which must first be removed before I can expect they can judg equally 
concerning the Merit of the Cause. But then you could not have insulted me 
with testimonyes of the same Fathers owning all the Heathens, to xvhom they 
wrote in order to y perswading them to receive the Christian Religion, to be 
intitled to Actual Immortality. As if I had ever doubted but that they held 
so. Your upbraiding me with Contradictions is only grounded on your 5Iistake 
that you did not know that my Premonition was written after my Book with a 
design of explaining & recanting some things in the Book it self. You who 30 
invite me to such Contradictions, methinks, should not upbraid me with them. 
You might thereby have discerned how free I ara from yO Prejudices with 
which you charge me. As for y Crudeness of my thoughts, you cannot pre- 
tend to have bestowed more rime on them than I have done. You may find 
them suggested in my a Letter of Advice for studyes to M . John Lesley 
Brother to M . Charles upon his leaving our Colledg. The first Eition of 
those Letters was perhaps before you were born. Yet the Letters themselves 
were written some while before. 
XVhat you pretend not to understand I am sure you cannot pretend to 
confute, yet the Instances you give ofmy Obscurity are not so convincing that 40 
favourable application would not have made you master of my Meaning. And 
till you mark out y Difficulty you must excuse me if I be as unable to find it 
as you were to know my Design in it. What you charge me with as to my 
I ntegrity in my Qotations in that I am sure of y  Advantage of you. You 
cannot pretend to know my own Thoughts better than I, though you may be 
more sagacious in finding out the sense of our Authors. Nor am I conscious of 
any ouvert Acts by which you or any other can judgof my fayling in that 
point of I ntegrity. As to my personal Disabilities as I ara sensible that no Man 
ought, so I am conscious that none can have reason to think more meanly of 
them than myself. And, so far as they are not Sins nor Scandais, I am willing 50 
to leave them to our Readers without troubling him with any Apology. Yet 
you have shewn a strange inequality in your Censures. What you have taken 
upon credit, in that you are Favourable far beyond my Merit. But you are 
most severe upon my Book where you had less reason to depend on any Man's 
judgment but your own. However I am sensible of your good \Vill in that 
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favour by how much I ara the more conscious of hot having deserved it. 
like withall your Zeal for Religion in an Age of so little Zeal, and should hot 
bave been sorry for being the Object of it if I had deserved it. Nor shall I be 
ashamed of contradicting myself again if you give me reason to do so, however 
you are pleased to stigmatize Recantation by that unpleasing naine. Perhaps 
you also may see reason, hot to imitate, but to rival, me in doing so. God 
prosper your Studyes, & make them beneficial for his Church's Good. I ara, 
so far as you will be pleased to contribute thereto,

lge, & of the Case in lrieav : Excepting only those ,vho Reside in the Diocesse 
of Norwich, vhose Obedience is due to their Depriv'd Father 'till he discharge 
o them from it ? 
For since the BP. is the Printlple of Unity to his own Particular Church, & 
yO Head of ail X tian8 living ,vithin his District, so yt they who are not with the 
BP. are not in yO Chureh, Disobedienee to God's Bishops being yO occasion of 
Heresies & Sehisms ; sinee there tan be but one BP. in a District, so yt he who 
is alone in Possession is for this Reason presum'd to be design'd for this Office by 
GOD himself; (as is learnedly proved in ye Case in 17ie¢v ;) Since Forreigners 
must not intermeddle in another BP'8 durisdiction w n the Faith is not in danger, 
(Ibid.) & Forreigners being oppos'd to lncumbent, (p. 46.) it seems to me yt all 
Bp s are Forreigners in another BP's District, unless the Metropolitan at most ; 
4 ° Since Subjects can't be discharg'd of yO Duty oving to their Spiritual Father, 
otherwise than by his Death, Cession, or Canonieal Deprivation ; And lastly, 
Since it was ye Practise of yO Primitive Church & Cyprianic Age in Case of 
Heresy or Schism, for yO Metropolitan or Neighbouring Bp s to vhom it be- 
long'd to provide a Pstor for yt Flock, to Excommunicate ye Heretical c-r 
Sehismatical Bp, & to chose another in his place, as appears by S t. Cyp.'s 
Letter to P. Stephen coneerning Marcian BP. of Arles: therefore, there being 
now no Rival BP. but in ye Diocese of Norvieh, so yt yO present Possessors 
are, & must be ye only Rtfull Bps, each in his Respective Diocess, & yO only 
Princlple of Un#y, no other Bp. whosoever having any R t to meddle there, as 
50 being but a Forreigner; & our late Excellent Metropolitan & his Depriv'd 
Collegues, who were yo only Persons xvho cou'd pretend to a Power of Dis- 
charging us from out Obedience to y lctual Possessors, & of substituting 
others in their Districts (eonsidering the Church as under Persecution, & 
therefore to provide for it's own Subsistênce wthout ye Intervention of ye 
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Magistrate) not having donc it, whereby we may reasonably eonclude yt they 
did not think it necessary 1; And further, Schismfrom the Catholic Church being 
eonsequent to Scbism lerom y* Local 1'. of.v* Place, -" fundamentally grounded on 
it ; it must needs follow, yt unless yo People in ye several Districts (Norwich 
only excepted) be united to yO Present Actual Possessors as their BP. and 
Head, they can be united to none; & conseqqy it [is] as necessary for ym to 
live in Communion with him, as it is for them to be united to their truc 
Pastor in order to Communion w *h yO Catholick Church & w *h X t it's Head. 
To this there is but one objection yt I can find, & yt is w t some call yo 
Contagion, or to use the words of yO Case in Vies, p. z. it is thought necessary io 
to 'abstain from yo Communion hot only of yO Rival Bvs themselves, who are 
yo principal Schismaticks, but of all others also who bave ruade themselves 
accessary to yo Schism by any Sacred Communion with those Rivals.'

3às. Out prescrit Metropolitans being Rtfully so, yO Bw and Clergy in their

4tle. If I rightly apprehend y Case in kTev, it *makes yO Danger &

" State. § IX fa & x2 *a. Neither are their Subjeets proper Judges of their 
Actions; for we may not udge GOD & X , nor make our selves B v' of B»,; 
to y«ir own Master they stand or rail. For 
5tls. In my poor opinion, besides ail the other ill Consequences of this 
Doctrine of Contagion, & yO Hazards and Endless seruples to w ca it exposes 
ignorant & well-meaning Persons ; it leaves yO People too great a Latitude, 
sets us up as Judges of our spiritual Fathers, giving us Liberty to withdraw our 4 ° 
Obedienee before they are Canonieally Depriv'd, w eh is the very thing that 
they who teaeh it mean to argue against. 
Lastly, it seems to me yt we have yO most unexeeptlonable Preeedent of 
quiet Submission even to disputable Titles, without danger of being Infeeted 
with yO usurpers' Guilt, or Partaking in their Sins, & yt is the Example of out 
most Holy L e, who did not Refuse Communion w th yO Jewish Chureh, tho' 
the Succession of yO Priesthood (entail'd by Go) Himself) was shamefully 
broken.

Icmoirs for the Curious, Dec.  7o8 and Jan. 1709 (Hope Collection 72). It forms 
No. XII in Catalogus Oerum Tire#tac Z-carnii. Sec Thoresby's Corrcs2#ondcnce , il. 
138, 146. 
1. 2. The Bodleian MS. of the 24nthalagia astrolagqca of Vottiu8 Valen8 (new 
Arch. Seld. B. 19) is described in Mr. Coxe's Catalogue as ' Cedex chartaceus, in folio, 
ff. 1k816, sec. xvii., sumptibus Christophori Longolii descriptus, postea Johannis Dee.' 
Dr. Edward Bernard ç1(38-1697 ), vhose Life was written by Dr. Thos. Smith, made 
the acquaintance of Huet. the learned Bishop of Avranches (r63o 172I), at Paris in 
1676. In a letter dated Jan. 29, 17o4, Hearne enquires of Dr. Smith vhether Huer 
ever edited Vettius Valens, 'as S 
translation of Manilius) he designed.' Part of Vettius Valens is pri,ted at p. 332 
of Lydi de [cnsibus ed. Roether (Lips. 1827) , 'ex Jacobi Gronovii apographo, quod 
Creuzerus a Wyttenbachio dono aceeperat.' Roether refers te Fabric. ibliath. Graec. 
ii. 01o, and iv. pp. 44, 162, 219, ed. llarles. See Dodwell's Epistdary Z)iscourse, 
pp. 245 sqq.; Dr. Bliss's note, ç'diq. I-Zcarn. I. I (1869) ; and Index te this vol.

8.39- William the Third's unsnccessful attempt to eonfer on Iortland Crown 
lands in Denbighshire of the value of over too, oooL is mentioned by Macaulay (ii. 
555) ; who remarks of Gloria Cambriae ; or Sieech of a Bold Briton agabzst a Dutcl 
19e of ll'ales (1702) that this speech of Price, ' the bold Briton,' vas probably never 
spoken, and that [Curll's] L#ê ofthe lute l-Zon. Wobert 19rite (t734) is 'a miserable 
performance, full of blunders and anachronisms.'
